Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 4-7, 9-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest a method for separating cells 
in an electrophoretic unit whereby cells are contacted with a compound of interest, in a 
non competitive manner, whereby the compound of interest then competes with a 
labeled ligand to bind to a cell receptor. The cells are then electrophoresed and 
detected whereby the labeled ligand bound to cells is detected.
